Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 4-10, 25-30, 32, 34, 36-38, and 72-82 are allowed. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious the combination set forth in the 
independent claims, and specifically does not teach or suggest a dehumidifier or regenerator 
wherein the motion of air causes or contributes to causing at least one of the at least one 
dehumidifying section in a dehumidifier or a regenerating section in a regenerator to move 
among other things. Furthermore, it would not have been obvious, without impermissible 
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hindsight, to modify the prior art systems structurally to be able capable of utilizing the motion 
of air as claimed.
